THE POWER OF A COMMITTEE 
OP THE HOTXSE OF ASSEMBLY 
TO SUMMON WITNESSES. 

Our eveuing coutLMnporary in its lasl 
night's issue is slrangdy at fault in liis par- 
linmoDtary Invr, iu statini; that ''there i« no 
such power .is-iumc^l by P.iriiiimant at home 
as tli.it wliich the House of Aiscmhly graiileii 
to tiie Uomiiiiilee on Crown lyiiuln 3-ester- 
day." 

The Huuso of Coinmoiia have the power to 
order the attendance of wllnesses at the bar 
of the IlouiC, and if such order bo disobeyed, 
the Speaker may bu ordcreil to issue bis war 
rant that tho witness miiy be brouihl up in 
custody of the sBryeant-:it-arrii9, or bo may ht: 
decinrod gnilly of a brtnch of privilege, iinil 
ordered to bo taken ia oiistoily by tho same 
oflicor. It is true to the letter, though it is by 
no means so in spirit, that "the evidence given 
before oommittees of purliuinent nt home, 
except ill cases of election committees, is alto 
gethcr voluntary ;" but vvliat is llie olfecl of a 
u refusal to obby iho order for llu; atlondanee 
of a witness issued by the c'lairniun of a 
aelf^t. commiiteq ? TM com-nittee; certain ly 
oanuotr'theinBelvea onforce hi* atteodanco, 
but his conduct is reported to tho House, and 
8D order is as a matter of course inado for his 
aitcildance at the bar of the House ; how ih.it 
Cycler may bo enforced wo have already seen. 

Select conimiltces would be of very liltle 
use it' they liail no power to lake evidence, 
and we find lhat Ihe llonso of Commons, in- 
raciabiy Avheu necessary, gives • eommittecs 
power to send lor persons, papers, and 
records. This power, liowcvor, will nut en- 
able the select committee to cand for [lapers 
which, if required by the Homo it.-,eir, would 
be sought by address. 

The i)Owcrs ol the comniitleo, and the 
aulhorili/ ol the Housu of Assembly, may nut 
be satinfaclory to our contemporary, ami will 
Tery probably lead to the confusion of those 
who tuny be'summbncd to produce papers and 
give evidence before tho coirmitteo wliieli 
they would ralher withhold. I'ut if any of 
onr readers have any doubts as to llio e.\lent 
of those pjweis, we beg to refer them lo an 
not passed by tho House of Assembly on the 
fourth of July, 1800, which gives the Speaker 
and iho Sergeant-at-Atms of that House the 
same powers as are possessed by similar olli- 
oers of the House of Commons. 

We certainly think thai our contemporary 
has not given this subject all tlio considora- 
tion that is necessary before making the 
grave assertipn that the Assembly has e.\- 
ceeJed its constitutional privileges, ns it lias 
clearly not done in this instance.

We do not El pre-eiit desire to nan.o any 
particular locality lor the commejic inent o! 
a railway ;-yntHiii, it is a (lue^tiou which re- 
quires mature ilelibcraliori ; wo .'•iiiiply thrott 
out the suiri^eslion to ilio men ol inlluenou 
amon^jst our mining |)opulation. II they wil 
promote a company for Iho construction ol 
si.xty miles ol railway in British Columbia, 
it will bo wclooinod by all interested in the 
pro!porily ol these colonics as a step in the 
ri;;ht direction, and the l.i-j^iiJalivc Council 
will do well to lacilitate by every moans in 
their.powcr the ftirm»tion of suc'b a company. 



A circular has been addressed by the Col- 
onial Secretary to the Justices of the Peace 
for tlio dillcrent districts of British Colum- 
bia, instructing Iho magistrates to promulgate 
amongst the inhabitanis of tlioir respective 
districts, the .system of a Legislative Council 
for that colony, authorised by an Order in 
CuuDcil, and to desire thorn to select repre- 
sentatives, the names of the members so 
chosen to be forwarded to His E.xeellency 
for approval previous to their nil mission. 
We are at a lo.ss to understand why .-i matter 
of so grave imment as the retniii of mem- 
bers who are lo constitute ono third of a 

,, '^Legislative Council and are intended llieroiii, 
virlualli/ though iinperfcclly, to represent the 
feelings and interests of tho residents in the 
colony, should be treated in such a manner. 
Surely if it is iuleiided that the inhabitants 
of British Columbia sliouUI be in ar.y way 
bona Jiilc represented in the Council, it is at 
least worth the trouljl,) of oiul e,i voring to 
secure a fair and iinpii tial election of mom- 
bera. There is no suoti security to be found 
In the iostruotions contained in the circular. 
The inbabUants of the diQ'ereut districts are 
simply directed to select persons of c^ood 
cliaructcr and approved loyalty. Xot miu 
word is sa'd about the tiiii: or luodo of elec- 
tion or the ([iialilication oi' ma.-iihers, or of 
clejtois. We prcsurne that a'i tliis is left to 
the discretion of tho magistrates of the dif- 
ferent district!!, and a very wide discretion 
and unnecessary responsibility is thrust 
upon tlieiii. 

We do not think that Government are 
giving Iho inhabitants of Uritish Col- 
umbia fair play in issuing such mea- 
gre instructions as liavu been given re- 
specting the election of their represeiitatives. 
Questions most important lo the futuro ol 
the oolony will come before tho Legislative 
Council for consideration, and tho inhabitants 
ol British Columbia will, we doubt not, be 

' oarncit in their desire to be elli^iently repie- 
santed in that council, and alt!ioi);^h tlio popu 
lar element is only to be a ihir.l of lli; whole 
body, if proper men are sent up tiiey may 
eSeot much good. Fractieal men from the 
'.diflsrent districts, conversant with the wants 

' 'and requirements of their constituencies, will 
carry great weight in an nssenibly constituted 
as the L'.'fjislalivc Council of Uriiish Colum- 
bia is intended to bo, if such men can he 
found willing, at llie .saer lico of their own in 
terosis, lo devote their time for the ft lod of 
their country ; and unless such men arc 
eleplfd the imperfect system of representation 
will be a complete farce. 

Foremost oinongst matters affecting the 
public Will bo measure.'s relating to tho min- 
ing disliicts enunciated by the council ; in 
these WH include not uidy the rcvi-^ioii ol the 
mining laws, but aUo measures tending in 
any way to develop the natural rcsmirees of 
ihe country, by improving existing roads and 
opening up oour- routes, and regulating the 
tolls to faoilitato the transmission of goods 
into tho upper country. Those colonies must 
*> 'advance in civilization, wealth and prosperity 
year by year, or they will rctro,'r,ido ; there 
is no medium — they cannot stand still.

't'lransit from the sen coast to the mines, nml 
the result is shown iu the present lacililies in 
reaching Cariboo, compared with tins dillieul- 
ties e.'cistiiig two years ago. li.U much yet 
remains to be dono, and can be done with 
profit and advaiilagi) to those privatejiapi- 
talists who will aid both with their time and 
money in the great work of opening up the 
hitherto une.xplored and unprospeotcd regions 
of British Columbia, if their elTorts are met 
and seconded in a proper spiiit by tho Legis 
lativu Couucil. The lime is approaching 
when the railway system tiuist be introduced 
into our mining districts, and uolhiiig will 
tend more to fuoililalo and cncoorago qiiariz 
mining. -Great obstacles exist in tho way of 
anything like complete railway communica- 
tion bfllween the sea coast and the mining 
districts, but greater difliculties have been 
overcome in ntlnir c iiiiitrii^s, as v\itiiess 
Ihe lunnclliiig of the Uhore and Thull Cliauls 
in Western l.ulia, and the construction of 
many hundreds of miles of railroad through 
a country where the climate is so bad, that at 
certain ssasons of tho ycor to linger in the 
juiUjles is danger, to sleep ihero it, fever and

leni;t!iy eleiiii'iilary treatise on the law of 
nations govi rnin;r the eonduet of beliigi.'ients.
